DECLARATION OF CHRISSY MAVROS 

I, Chrissy MAVROS, hereby declare that: 

1 . I have been employed by the law firm of Cooper & Dunham LLP, having a place of 
business at 1185 Avenue of the Americas, New York, New York 10036 (hereinafter 
"C&D"), as an assistant to Paul Teng since prior to 2003. 

2. I have examined the C&D file for the above-identified patent application, and believe 
based on my examination of the file that I am one of the custodians of the C&D file for 
the above-identified patent application and that I helped Paul Teng to file the application 
on August 4, 2003. 

3. It is the standard procedure that I follow in assisting Paul Teng to file an application with 
the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) to (i) make a file copy of all of
